DEPARTMENT OF ATOMIC ENERGY 

Bombay, the 14th December 1965 

S.O. 166.-— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules, namely: — 

1. Short title, commencement, extent and application. — (1) These rules may 

be called the Contributory Health Service (Department of Atomic Energy) Rules, 
1965. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the first day of October, 
1965. 

(3) They shall extend to such areas in Greater Bombay as the Department of 
Atomic Energy may specify from time to time by order made in this behalf. 

(4) They shall apply to all persons serving in or under the control of the 
Department of Atomic Energy stationed at Bombay and residing in the areas 
aforesaid: 

Provided that the Department of Atomic Energy may, by order, exclude 
any class or category of such persons from the scope of these rules. 

2. Instructions relating- to the applicability of the Scheme.-— Notwithstanding 

anything contained in the Secretary of State’s Services (Medical Attendance) 
Rules, 1938, or the Central Services (Medical Attendance) Rules, 1944, or the All 
India Services (Medical Attendance) Rules, 1954, the persons referred to in sub- 
rule (4) of Rule 1 shall be governed in respect of matters relating to medical 
attendance and treatment by the provisions of the Government of India, Depart- 
ment of Atomic Energy, Office Memorandum No. 7(26) /62-Admn, dated September 
28, 1965, as amended from time to time.

AWARD 

By its Order No. 20/18/64-LRI, dated 18th January, 1985, the Government of 
India, Ministry of Labour and Employment, referred, under Section 10(1) (d) of 
the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, an industrial dispute existing between the em- 
ployers in relation to the management of Kari Sugwa Mica Mine of Messrs Chat- 
turam Horilram (Private) Limited, P.O. Jhumritelaiya, District Hazaribagh and 
their workmen in respect of the matters specified in the schedule attached to the 
nald order, which is reproduced below: 

Schedule 

“Whether the action of the management of Messrs Chatturam Horilram 
(Private) Limited in refusing to employ Shri Sadhu Pandey, a 
Darwan in Kari Sugwa Mica Mine from the 29th February, 1964 is 
justified? If not, to what relief is the workman entitled?” 

2. This case was fixed for hearing on 13th December, 1965, at Patna to suit th* 
conveniences of both the parties in the premises of the Bihar State Industrial 
Tribunal, Bailey Road, Patna. 

3. When the case was taken up for hearing on 13th December, 1965, Shri Abul 
Quasim, Welfare Officer of the Company, representing the Company, and Shri 
Jasraj Singh, President of Abrakh Mazdoor Panchayat, representing the concern- 
ed workman, appeared for the concerned workman and informed the Tribunal 
that both the parties have come to an amicable settlement and drawn up their 

J oint petition of compromise wherein in the agreed minutes are stated and filed a 
oint petition of compromise signed by the above officers representing their res- 
pective parties. 

4. From the compromise it appears that it was agreed between the parties that 
the concerned workman Shri Sadhu Pandey, Darwan, be retrenched from the 
services of the Company and he be paid his retrenchment compensation, which la 
Equivalent to two months’ salary along with the notice pay, besides his nln* 
months’ salary along with other legal dues, if any. It was further agreed that 
these payments will be made by the Company to the concerned workman by the 
list December, 1965. 

C. I have considered the above terms of the compromise and, in my opinion, 
they are quite fair and reasonable and in the interest of both the parties, and, 
therefore, I accept the same as prayed for by both the parties and an award In 
terms of the same is passed. 

6. The reference is, therefore, answered in terms of the compromise, whick is 
marked Annexure , 'A' , and in terms of it an award is passed and the said com- 
promise petition, Annexure “A” is made a part of it as prayed for by the partite.
